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2HEN I lately read the 
Examination of _ the 
Scheme of Church-Pow- 
er laid down in the 
Codex, &¢. I could 
not but take Notice 
that, That Reverend 
Prelate (whofe Labours 
ox MS a have been fo much the 
Subject of Difcouric) laid it down as an Axi- 
om, ‘¢ That in Matters Spiritual the Spiri- 
«* tualty may be prefumed the moit proper 
« Judges, as of the Affiftance which the 
« Church really needs, and the feveral De- 
« grees of it, fo of the Methods by which 
« that Affiftance may be moft effcétuall, 
« conveyed and applied.” 

This led me to draw up the following 
Sketch of the Rife and Progrefs of Perfecution 
in England, which 1 fhall give you as a flort 
Comment upon the foregoing Atiom ; and if 
you think it may be of any Entertainment to 
your Readers, be pleafed to infert it in your 
Journal. 

THe Firft Inftance that I meet with of 
Men delivéred over to the Secilar Arm to be 
punifhed, were fome German Men; who (if 
they are not mi/reprefented, which I am always 
in thefe and fuch like Inftances jealous of,) are 
reported to have denied Baptifm, the Eucha- 
rift, and Matrimony. They, coming into 
England, were condemned by a Council at Ox- 
ford, and delivered over to the Civil Powers, 
to be treated as Offenders. ‘* Accordingly 
“ they were marked in the Forehead, or 
«“ Cheek, with a red hot Iron, whipped, and 
& thruft out of Doors siakcd ‘mn the midit o! 
“ Winter: Where none darmg to relieve 
“ them, (an Order having been pub..:' > 
“ the contrary) they dicd of Hunger, and 
“ Cold, and were the firft that ever fuffeied 
for Herefy in England.” This happen’d in 
tn: 6th of Henry Il. A. D. 1160, 

Ir fignifies but little to obferve, that thefe 
unhappy People feem to have oppofed nothing 
but the Popifh Determinations about the Things 
they fuffer’d for, They were Foreigners ; and 
therefore might have had fome claim to Mery 
from their own Species, and efpecially from 
thofe who are peculiarly eminent for Good- 
Nature: ‘They oppofed that only, which 
they could not find that Chri/? had ever 
taught ; and therefore might have expected 
fome Relief from us as Chriflians. But falje 
Religion always fires thofe Paffions, which 
true Religion defigns to correct and cool. 

Bu tr hov; inbumane and barbarous foever 
this Order of Henry Il, was, yet no Law was 
made in Exgland to perfecute other Chriflians, 
before Richard the Second’s Time ; a profufe, 
tyrannical, weak Prince, who had neither 
the Wifdom to know his People’s Interefts, 
nor the Judgment, nor the Refolution, to de- 
fend them againit the Madnefs of Bigottry.

Or, 
in the Words of the Author of the Life of 
Richard the Second, in the Compleat Hijbry 
of England: “ By the Artifices of the Bijhops, 
** the atorefaid Repeal was fupprefled, and 
** Profecutions carried on by virtue of the faid 
“< furreptitious A&, without the leaft Regard 
** had to the Repeal: -which is the Reafon 
** that that Actof Repeal has never fince 
** been printed among our Statutes.” 
WHENEVER any one gets out of the 
way of Honour, Truth, or Juftice, they pro- 
ceed Step by Step, to Cruelty and Barbarity, 
and lofe all Senfe of Shame, and feel nothing 
of that Curb which Reafon and Common 
cenfe lay upon Mens Minds. It was grown 
ujual (1 will not call the Praétices of thofe 
Times: lawful, howeves Law was pretended) 
to futprifa Men for Errors, during Ricard the 
‘ey. His Succeflor, Henry IV. who 
was Will), jy the Clergy who had af- 
fitted him in getting ici oTion of the Crown, 
and who, he was atraid, would have ewbroil- 
ed his Affairs, had they been difcontented,— 
Henry IV. was the firlt who enacted the Law 
de Heretico comburends, This Prince, to gain 
the Affection of Eccle/iafficks, enacted, ** “What

*¢ to the Catholick Faith, or the Determina- 


tion of the Holy Church ; and that none 
fhould favour or abet fuch Preachers, or 
their Doétrines, nor fap their Books, but 
deliver them to the Disce/an of the Place, 
within Forty Days after the Proclamation 
of this Statute: And if any Perfons are de- 
famed, or fujpected of doing againit this 
Ordinance, then the Ordinary might arre/? 
them, and seep them in Prifon till they were 
canonically clear’d of the Articles laid to 
their Charge, or aljure them :—and if they 
were convitled, he might fixe them, and 
keep them in Prifin, as to him fhould feem 
fit. And if any being convicted, did refiufe 
to aljure, or after Abjuration, did fall into 
Relapfe, then they were to be left to the 
Secular Court: And the Mayors, Sherifts, 
or Bailifts being prefent at the pafling the 
Sentence, were to receive them after Sen- 
tence, and they before the People in a 
High Place to be durnt.” 

Thus was Perfecution brought in under the

fince the King affifls at the Deliberacions of the 
Senate. Expreflvs continues to arrive here from 
divers Places, whofe Difpatches give room for 
frequent Conferences to be held, but the Refule 
thereof is kept fecret. M. de Beituchef, the Rui- 
fian Miniter, expeéts every Hour an Exprefs from 





Petersburg, with the Ratification of the T yf 
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Yately renewed with that Courts The Risg has 
ordered feteral new Men of War to be built out 
‘of hand. 

Hogue, OF0b. +8. Letters from the ‘Rhine 
relate, that on the 12th Inft. Count Sectxendorff 's 
Body of Imperialifts was encamped in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Traerbach, and that he had his head 
Quarters at Traerbach. 

From the Camp of St. Maximin under Treves, 
Of. 15. There is arrived this Day to join M. 
de Bellifle nine Battalions, whith Marfhal Coigny 
has detached to proportion our Foot to thofe of 
M. de Seckendorf, in cafe that General is fo ob. 
ftinate to poth his Point on the Side of Treves. 
Thefe Battalions are conduéted by M. de Beran. 
ger, Brigadier. The ‘Troops themfelves forced on 
their Mareh voluntarily, fearing they might not 
arrive foon enough to catch a Bit of the Honour 
of the Day, in cafe of a Battle; ‘but the Enemy 
having Advice of this Reinforcement, and not 
doubting of the Marthal Coigny’s ‘fending others, 

ftopped near Traerbach, and cait two Bridges on 
the Mofelle, one at Tratrbach, and the other at 
Berncaftel. 

Thienville, O8. 17. Marthal Coigny paffed 
with a confiderable Body of Troops, at fome Di. 
ftance from this Town, and mu& have joined M. 
de Belleifle Yelterday, or will this Day. The 
Princes of the Blood are with the Marfhal ; they 
had their Conge from Court to quit the Army, 
and retufn to Paris, but the Appearance of fuch 
an Enterprize determined them to fee the Iffue of 
it before they departed. M. Seckendorf is pafling 
the Mofelle at Traerbach ; of his next Motions 
People judge differently ; I am of Opinion the 
Campaign will end quietly enough, except a little 
bad Weather and foul Marches. 


LONDON. 

By Saturday's Holland Mail we received the 

following Advices. 

From Warfaw, dated O&ob. 5. N.S. that fe- 
ven Seflions of the General Dyet of Pacification 
had paffed without eleting a Marshal, becavufe 
moft of the Nuncio’s refufed to make that Choice 
till chey are fully aflured by King Avuguftus, that 
the Foreign Troops fhould forthwith leave the 
Kingdom. "Tis added, that his Majeity, in Con 
junétion with the Grandees and Nuncio’s who are 
well affeGed to his Interefts, were labouring all 
they could, to unite the Sentiments of the Oppo. 
nents, in order to an Eleétion of a Marfhal, that 
the Chamber of Nuncio’s may join the Senate, 
and begin the Deliberations upon the important 
Subjeét of the Pacification upon the Anvil. 

From Verona, bearing Date O@ob. 5. N. S. 
\ that the Emperor's Forces in the Trentine, were 
‘making divers Motions along the Frontiers of the 
Republick of Venice ; that a Detachment of their 
Hutlars of about 500 Men were advanced to Mount 
Baldo, and from thence to Dolce, within a League 
of La Chiufa, where the French ‘Troops have their 
firt Potts ; that another Detachment of Imperial 
Cuirafliers had enter’d the Vicentine through the 
Tyroleze, and pofted themfelves at Valdagne, a 
little Town within three Leagues of the firft Quar- 
ters of the Spanith Troops; and that the Duke 
de Montemar being informed of the Arrival of 
the Imperialifts at Valdagne, had detached feveral 
Bodies of his Troops to diflodge them from that 
Pott. ‘Two thoufand Spaniards are alfo gone to 
eitabiith themfelves upon the Mountain Barcela, 
which defends the Entrance into the Vicentine on 
the Side of Tyrol. Befides the Pofts the Imperia- 
lifts occupied within a Fortnight in the Upper 
Brefcian, another of their Detachments entered 
that Province paifing the Oglio at Ponte Legno, 
from whence it came to eftablifh itfelf along the 
Frontiers of the Valteline, but fix Leagues diftant 
from the firft Quarters of the Piedmonteze. 

The Count de Belleifle arrived the Sth Inftant, 
N.S. with his Army, confifting of above 40,000 
Men, within a League below Triers, and en- 
camped along the Mofelle from Rover to Sweig : 
‘That General defigns to pafs that River, and pofl 
himfelf on the Hills on the other Side, in order 
to watch the Motions ot the Imperialifts, if they 
fhould advance towards that City. The Camp 
for that purpofe is already marked out. The 
Count de Coigny has caufed his Army to make a 

Motion, in’ order to approach nearer Spiers and 
the Lines of Spirebach. 

The Duke of Wirtemberg has obliged the 


fitaase Ketween Leutzen and Sjiers; anz caufed & 
Battery of fome Cannon to be erefted thereon, 
which entirely detroyed two Magezines of Nay 
and Straw the French had near Spiers. After this 
Expedition, his Highnefs, who commands the 
Imperial Army in chief, wea to Bruchfal. 

The Count de Seckendorff being deparied the 
gth Inftant, N. S. from Simmeren and Cattellaun, 
where he had halted fome Days, in order to ap- 
proach the Mofelle ; and according to the lait Ad- 
vices from Cobleniz, dated Oftob. 13, N.S. he 
is arrived at Berncaffel and Hirefeldt. 

By the Mails which arrived on Monday from 

France and Holland. 

They write from Vienna, that the Emperor had 
received an Expre(s from the King of Great Bri 
tain, with Dipatehes of the utmoft Importance ; 
and that a Report was current immedigiely after, 
that the Negotiations for an Accommodation had 
taken a favourable Turn, and that a Congrets 
would be aétaally declared in a fhort Time, for 
adjufting the Differences of the Powers at War. 
The Prfuffian Miniiter being on his Return to 
Vienna from Berlin, the Report of a Mifunder- 
ftanding between the Emperor and his Pruiflian 
Majelty is gone off. 

Prince Eugene took the Ele€tor of Bavaria’s 
Court in his way to Vienna, and in a Conference 
with his Ele&oral Highnefs, which laited up- 
wards of an Hour, he had the Satisfa&tion of re- 
ceiving the moft folemn Affurances from that 
Prince, of an inviolable Attachment to the Empe- 
ror. 

The Ele&oral College, which holds the firft 
Place in the Dyet of Ratifbon, has given their 
Confent to the Raifing the new Subsidy of fixty 
Roman Months, as demanded by the L.aygeror. 
Letters from Warfaw of the 8th Inftant, N. S. 
advife, that they had not been as then able to 
prevail with the oppofing Nuncios to proceed to 
the Choice of a Marfhal of the Dyet, and chat 
"twas apprehended every thing would be foon in 
Confufion, unlefs they could find out fome Method 
to fupprefs the Oppofition. 

Marfhal Coigny arrived at Treves the 15th with 
the Princes of the Blood : He has abandoned the 
four important Pofts of Worms, Frankendahl, 
Lambfheim and Turkeim, leaving them to the 
Imperialifts. Lieutenant-Gcneral de Quadt remains 
with 40 Battalions and fome Cavalry in the Lines 
in the Spirebach. Thefe Lines are deemed by the 
French impregnable. 

The French have made a moft painful Expedi- 
tion in their March from the Rhine to the Mo- 
felle, that has been undertaken fince the War 
commenced ; they were obliged to all the Diligence 
that was poffible, in Roads the moft difficult, crag- 
gy and fatiguing; their Carriages broke down, 
and it was often Midnight before their Tents and 
Bread Waggons came up, and one Night they did 
not arrive at all: ‘They loft a great Number of 
Men and Horfe by the Way, who could not fup. 
port the Fatigues ; but in general, amidft all thefe 
Difficulties, all this Diftrefs, the Men were as 
chearful as if they they were fure of a Vi@tory for 
their Pains ; but the ill-natur’d Count Seckendorff 
difappointed them, by removing himfelf in time ; 
and the next Letters will clear up whether he has 
crofs’d the Mofelle in order to gain Luxemburg, or 
has taken the Rout of Coblentz to enter the Ne- 
therlands by the Dutcby of Juliers. 

They write from the Hague, that the States of 
Holland, and thofe of the other Provinces, having 
been lately afflembled, the Affair of the Neutrality 
with France was taken into Confideration ; but 
‘tis affured, that there appeared a univerfa] Difin- 
clination to take any Refolutions thereupon, till 
the Succefs of the Congrefs is feen. 

All the Dutch Letters pretend, that the State of 
the Negociations at the Hague is at fuch a Pitch, 
as tomake a Congrefs look’d upon as certain ; 
tis faid the Place will be Aix laChapelle, as lying 
betweenHolland, France, the Netherlands and the 
Empire. 

In the mean Time the Emperor does not ceafe 
to follicit the Dutch for the Succours he alledges 
to be due to him by the Treaties fubfifting ; and 
Letters from Verona advife, that Count Sinzen- 
dorf, his Imperia) Majefty’s Prime Minifter, ha- 
ving lately a Conference with the Dutch Envoy, 
concluded it with telling him, That there was fill 
an Opportunity of preferving the Balance of Power 
from the fatal Wound it was threaten'd with; that
